The  number  of  Canadians  suffering 
from  kidney  disease  is  growing  at  an 
alarming  rate.  More  than  two  million 
Canadians  are  affected  by  kidney  disease 
and  related  disorders,  and,  because  of 
our  aging  population,  the 
incidence  of  chronic  renal 
insufficiency  is  expected  to 
double  in  the  next  1 0  years. 
At  the  same  time,  the 
government  is  spending  less 
on  health  care. 

For  more  than  three 
decades,  the  Kidney 
Foundation  of  Canada  has 
been  committed  to 
improving  the  quality  of  life 
of  people  living  with  kidnev 
disease  by  providing 
information  and  services  to 
patients  across  Canada. 

Each  year,  the  Fall 
Campaign  raises  more  than 
Si  million  nationwide,  making  it  one  of 
the  Foundations  biggest  fundraising 
initiatives.  This  year,  Selwvn  House 
School  sold  26  cases  of  peanuts  and 
gum  drops,  (9,750  bags),  totaling 
$1,950.00  in  sales.  The  Pizza  Drives 
organized  by  both  my  Grade  10 
Francais  langue  seconde  class  and  my 
Form  Room  ( 1 1 C)  raised  an  additional 
S273.56.  Another  $84.00  was  raised  by 
the  Middle  School  students  who 
generously  donated  their  proceeds  from 
the  free  Dress  day  in  late  October.  This 
brought  the  School's  total  contributions 
to  $2,307.56  making  it  the  top  ranking 
school  in  Quebec. 

Funding  research  is  vital  to  the 
Kidney  Foundation's  mission.  The 
treatment  of  kidney  disease  has 
improved  significantly  since  The  Kidney 
Foundation  of  Canada  was  established 
in  1964;  more  than  $50  million  has 
been  granted  to  fund  thousands  of 


invaluable  research  projects.  The  result 
of  research  cannot  be  seen  overnight. 
Most  breakthroughs  are  the  result  of 
years  of  painstaking  work  and 
dedication.  That  is  why  the  Foundation 


has  made  a  long-term  commitment  to 
promoting  research  into  the  cause,  cure 
and  prevention  of  kidney  disease.  This 
commitment  has  made  the  Foundation 
the  most  important  source  of  funding 
for  kidney-related  research  that 
continues  to  improve  the  quality  of  life 
of  people  living  with  this  disease. 

Participation  in  the  Foundation's 
cause  is  crucial.  This  year  the  number  of 
kidney  failure  patients  in  Canada  will 
reach  20,000,  and  the  list  of  people 
waiting  for  a  transplant  is  growing  every 
year.

Students  learn  how  inspiration  may  come  at  any  time  and  in  any  form.

adult  literature.  Karleen  Bradford  is  the 
author  of  14  novels,  including  books 
with  fantastic  and  historical  themes. 
All  of  her  works  are  listed  as  "Our 
Choice"  books  by  the  Childrens' 
Literature  Centre  in  Toronto,  and 
several  of  her  novels  have  won 
prestigious  awards. 

Although  Mrs.  Bradford  was  born 
in  Toronto,  she  lived  in  Argentina  for 
most  of  her  life.  She  never  really 
decided  to  "become"  a  writer,  but  in 
Grade  4  she  developed  a  passion  for 
writing  plays.  Later,  when  she  attended 
an  English  girls'  boarding  school, 
which  did  not  encourage  "frivolous" 
writing,  she  lost  her  passion  for  the 
activity.  It  was  only  many  years  later 
when  she  was  married  with  children 
that  Mrs.  Bradford  had  a  sudden  urge 
to  write;  she  regained  her  inspiration 
from  reading  to  her  children. 

As  a  result,  she  decided  to  attend  a 
course  on  writing  young  adult 
literature.  She  began  writing  short 
stories  which  usually  related  to  her 
own  life.  Karleen  Bradford  commented 
that  "if  you  can  write  a  short  story,  it's 
easy  to  tackle  a  novel  without  getting 
lost."  When  asked  which  book  she 
liked  most,  she  commented  that  every 
book  was  special  to  her  in  its  own  way. 
However,  she  enjoyed  writing  her 
fantasy  novel  entitled  Dragon  Fire  the 
most,  because  she  enjoyed  working 
entirely  from  her  imagination.  Her 
other  historical  novels  require  a  great 
deal  of  research,  and  although  she  is 
inspired  by  the  process,  there  is  a 
responsibility  to  be  extremely  accurate. 


This  is  particularly  true  of  her  series 
about  the  Crusades,  and  she  even 
drove  the  entire  route  of  The  People's 
Crusade  to  help  her  develop  ideas  and 
accuracy. 

Mrs.  Bradford  has  no  particular 
routine  that  she  follows  when  she 
writes,  rather  she  approaches  each 
book  from  a  different  angle. 


Sometimes  she  uses  detailed  outlines, 
and  other  times  she  simply  dives  in 
and  starts  writing.  This  was  the  case 
with  her  book  Write  Now,  which  she 
wrote  to  help  children  learn  how  to 
write  short  stories.  The  students  of 
Selwyn  House  would  like  to  warmly 
thank  her  for  her  visit,  and  we  feel  her 
talk  was  very  inspirational.

sens.  Meursault  manque  d'emotion  et  il 
est  juge  pour  ce  crime.

"Une  partie  de  la  piece  etait 
meilleure  que  le  roman,  soit  la  demiere 
scene  (qui  correspond  au  dernier 
chapitre).  Meursault  s'approche  des 
spectateurs  et  nous  donne  l'impression 
d'etre  la,  a  cote  de  lui,  en  train  d'assister 
aux  evenements.  Nous  sommes  a  la  fois 
les  jures  et  les  temoins  de  ses  derniers 
instants." 

Certains  eleves  se  sont  rendus  au 
theatre  en  soiree:

Alors  que 
Meursault  est  de  plus  en  plus  isole, 
etranger,  Rieux  decouvre  une  cause  qui  le 
soutient  dans  l'adversite..." 

"De  plus,  le  fait  de  voir  et  d'entendre 
Meursault  parler  et  vivre  devant  nous, 
assure  une  meilleure  comprehension  de 
l'oeuvre  de  Camus  et  j'ai  pu  "voir"  la 
solitude  de  l'etranger  dans  ses 
convictions.  En  voyant  une  meme 
oeuvre  sous  plusieurs  formes,  j'ai  acquis 
une  perspective  plus  complete  de  sa 
valeur." 

"Enfin,  apres  le  module  sur  Camus 
et  I'Etranger,  on  nous  introduit  a  Agota 
Kristof  et  son  roman  Le  Grand  Cahier, 
c'est  interessant  de  voir  que  ces  deux 
auteurs  ont  reussi  a  creer  de  I'empathie 
envers  des  personnages  qui  sont  si 
absurdement  vides  d'emotion."

An  impassioned  speech  by  Theo  McLauchlin  wins  him 
first  place  in  Persuasive  Speaking  and  top  honours  in  Canada.

It  was  a  long  flight  to  Vancouver 
via  Toronto.  For  some  eight  hours  we 
watched  publicly  rejected  feature 
films  on  the  miniature  television 
screens  overhead,  practised  our 
speeches  and,  in  Richard's  case, 
wrote  an  English  test  while  on  board. 
Eventually,  our  plane  did  climb  over 
the  crest  of  the  Rockies  revealing  the 
city  nestled  in  its  basin  of  night 
lights  that  extended  into  the  Pacific. 
Richard  Muise,  Theo  McLauchlin 
and  I,  along  with  coach,  Ms.  Biggs, 
landed  at  the  Vancouver 
International  Airport  on  the  evening 
of  Thursday,  October  20,  for  the 
International  Independent  Schools' 
Public  Speaking  Competition. 

Schools  from  all  over  North 
America  as  well  as  some  from 
Cyprus,  England  and  Argentina 
attended  this  tournament  at  St. 
George's  School  as  a  stepping  stone 
to  the  World  Championships.  The 
competition  covers  a  variety  of 
categories  of  public  speaking  from 
which  every  speaker  must  select 
three.  All  three  of  us  were  listed  in 
Interpretive  Reading  and  Newscast. 
The  former  involves  reading  a  ten- 
minute  passage  of  the  competitor's 
choosing.  Judges  evaluate  the  quality 
of  the  interpretation  according  to  the 
reader's  intonation,  pace,  timing, 
emphasis,  etc.  In  Newscast,  the 
judges  sequester  the  speakers  for  half 
an  hour  each  with  a  newspaper.  In 
that  half  hour  the  competitor  must 
prepare  an  accurate,  but  interesting 
account  of  the  day's  news  with  strict 
penalties  for  finishing  short  or  late  of 
the  four  minute  standard.   For  our 
third  choices,  we  respectively 
practised  for  Extemporaneous 


Speaking,  After  Dinner  Speaking, 
and  Persuasive  Speaking.  Theo's 
striking  speech  on  homophobia 
landed  him  a  place  in  the  Finals  for 
that  category.  A  captivating  and 
engaging  delivery  clearly  pushed  him 
into  first  place.   Theo  also  placed 
second  in  Newscast. 

We  gave  six  speeches  during  our 
four-day  stay.  We  spent  countless 
minutes  preparing  and  delivering 
speeches  and  even  more  anxiously 
pacing  the  halls  waiting  for  our 
turns.  Somehow  though,  we  were 
having  fun.  One  thing  learned 
quickly  at  a  public  speaking 
competition:  there  is  never  any  lack 
of  conversation.  We  were  billeted 
together,  sleeping  in  the  basement 
game  room  where  we  passed  endless 
hours  playing  pool.  In  our  free  time 
we  attended  the  Vancouver 
production  of  Rent  and  Theatre 
Sports,  an  improvisational  acting 
troupe  in  the  city's  old  harbour. 

Flying  back  to  Montreal  in  an 
airplane  painted  (for  reasons  as  yet 
obscure)  in  tribute  to  the  Toronto 
Raptors,  I  cringed  at  the  shrill, 
squeaking  voice  of  The  Nanny  that 
stabbed  from  the  plane's  TV  sets. 
Having  hardly  left,  I  already  missed 
Vancouver. 

On  November  24,  Theo 
competed  in  the  QSDA  Public 
Speaking  Tournament  at  Loyola.  He 
was  one  of  two  students  selected  to 
represent  the  province  in  Winnipeg 
this  coming  January.  Theo  will 
compete  for  spot  at  the  World 
Championships  in  Botswana  in 
March  1999.  Look  for  results  in  the 
next  issue  of  the  Parents'  Newsletter. 
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A  visit  to  the  exhibition  revealed  the  artists 
ability  to  capture  character  as  well  as  his 
intriguing  ideas  on  gender.

For  the  past  few  months, 
Montreal  has  been  lucky  enough  to 
have  an  exhibition  of  Alberto 
Giacometti's  sculptures,  paintings, 
and  sketches.  For  the  Grades  9,  10, 
and  1 1  art  students,  the  opportunity, 
on  October  15,  to  go  to  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts  was  very 
special. 

Although  Giacometti  passed 
through  several  phases  in  his  art 
career,  he  is  known  more  for  his 
bronze  sculptures,  and  so  there  was 
more  concentration  on  these.  The 
exhibition's  first  room  was  made  up 
of  art  that  was  related  to  the  family 
of  Giacometti,  his  parents  and 
brothers.  In  other  rooms  there  were 
later  sculptures  of  his  wife. 
Giacometti's  wife  and  mother  seem 
to  have  the  exact  same  features. 
Similarly,  most  of  the  sculptures  and 
paintings  of  females  were  the  same 
as  his  wife  and  mother.  It  was 
unclear  whether  his  wife  and  mother 
actually  looked  alike,  but  whether 
they  did  or  not,  it  is  evident  that 
Giacometti  wished  to  voice  his  views 
on  gender.  Giacometti's  attitude 
toward  women  is  very  apparent  in 
the  exhibition,  as  is  the  comparison 
between  men  and  women  in  his 
eyes.  His  sculptures  of  women  were 
all  slightly  unappealing;  their  bodies 
were  jagged  and  squared  off  at  the 
shoulders.  All  his  sculptures  of 
females  were  in  stationery  poses.  The 
legs  merged  into  a  single  foot, 
lending  them  a  static  quality  and 
preventing  any  movement.  The  male 


figures,  on  the  other  hand, 
tended  to  be  a  torso  or  head 
only,  and  the  full  body  figures 
were  in  motion  and  had  two  feet 
These  differences  struck  us  a 
odd. 

It  was  not,  however,  a  human 
portrayal  that  captured  our 
attention  the  most.  The  bronze 
sculpture,  The  Dog,  was  generally 
our  favourite.  This  sculpture  by 
far  had  the  most  character.  Its 
drooping  head  and  its  starved 
body  gave  it  an  appearance  that 
was  very  depressing  but 
intriguing.  We  felt  a  lot  of 
sympathy  for  this  animal, 
something  that  is  very  rare  to 
feel  for  a  piece  of  art.  Since  The 
Dog  symbolized  a  phase 
Giacometti  was  going  through 
at  the  time,  we  also  felt 
sympathetic  toward  the  artist. 
Giacometti  sculpted  it  during 
a  time  when  he  was  suffering 
from  insomnia;  he  would 
roam  the  streets  of  Paris   at 
night,  and  there  he  would 
see  numerous  stray  dogs  and 
cats,  whose  images  he  later 
sculpted.  The  sculpture  of 
the  dog  in  this  exhibition 
was  truly  magnificent. 
Giacometti  managed  to 
capture  its  solemn 
and  destitute 
expression 
perfectly. 

Many  of 
the  sculptures 


in  the  show  were  very 
unbelievable  to  look  at, 
but,  because  each  had  its 
own  unique  character, 
they  seemed  very  realistic. 
We  realized  that  what  we 
enjoyed  the  most  was 
Giacometti's  ability  to 
capture  so  much 
character  in  each  and 
every  one  of  his  pieces. 
As  we  finished  the 
exhibition,  we  felt  very 
satisfied  with  the 
show,  not  only 
because  of 
Giacometti's 
individual  style,  but 
because  he  had 
kept  our  attention 
throughout  the 
entire  show.
